Students should 
review the complete list of academ- 
ic standards put into effect last 
year by a board of URI professors 
after a two-year study of require- 
ments across the country. 


The university requires that: 


1. A student can be placed on 
Scholastic probation only if his 
over-all cumulative average falls 
below the minimum requirements. 


2. A student can be dismissed for 
scholastic reasons only when he 
has been placed on scholastic pro- 
bation twice in a row in the col- 
lege or school under which he is 
currently registered. 


3. Scholastic averages will be 
computed, taking in all credits and 
quality points for courses attempt- 
ed, whether sash passed or 
failed. 


4. A student can repeat a course 
as many times as he wishes, but 
credit for graduation will be in- 
creased each time by the number 
of credits repeated. 


5. The requirements for all stu- 
dents this year include: a 1.5 aver- 
age for the first semester, a 1.6 
the second semester, a 1.7 the third 
and fourth semester, and a 1.8 for 
the fifth through eighth semesters. 


6. Starting next year, the mini- 
mum requirements jump to a 1.67 
for the second semester, 1.83 for 
the third, 1.94 for the fourth, 1.97 
for the fifth, and 2.0 for the sixth 
through eight.
